Corsets will be found, with the fitting 
room adjoining, against the east wall. The infants' shop is near the 
corsets. The old suit section is now occupied by domestics, knit under- 
wear, art noodle work, bedding, etc., from the first Moor. These de- 
partments begin at the top of the stairway. The whole is spic and span 
in new paint, new floor coverings, now fixtures and conveniences—the 
most modern, best ventilated, lightest, brightest, largest, selling place 
hereabouts.
